Major grants support MassArt's 
mandate of community service 


The Institute for a Civil Society underscored the importance of art in child devel- 
opment when it provided funding to MassArt’s programs serving community 
youth. With the Institute’s grant, MassArt will launch a pilot school vacation week 
arts education program, to be called XtremeWeek! Recognizing the importance 
of engaging disadvantaged youth in the arts, the Institute has provided funding 
to expand the College's afterschool, weekend and summer programs, and to 
introduce a new environmental studies component. 


A planning grant from the Boston Foundation will help lay the groundwork for a 
merger of MassArt and UrbanArts, a well-established community arts organiza- 
tion. Building on a successful track record of collaboration between the two or- 
ganizations, the merger will integrate the UrbanArts community art education 
programs into MassArt’s community outreach and will create the UrbanArts Insti- 
tute for Public Art on the MassArt campus. With a slide library of artists, archives 
related to public art and an ongoing lecture series, the new Institute will serve 
artists and members of the general public engaged with art in public settings.

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Mrs. Clinton hailed MassArt’s success as the only freestanding public 
college of art and design in the United States. “One of my fervent hopes, ” 
she said, “is that what you’ve done here will serve as an example to oth- 
ers.” Mrs. Clinton observed that the founding of MassArt “literally began 
changing the idea of who could and should study art in this country.” She 
went on to praise the College’s legacy of commitment to teaching, 10 di- 
versity in enrollment, and to artistic excellence in its graduates.

Collectors Anticipate MassArt’s Auction on 
April 16 


The art of acquiring art has its trade secrets, and the annual MassArt Auc- 
tion is quickly becoming one of them in Boston. We asked several collec- 

tors why they keep returning, and discovered an amazing enthusiasm for 

the event. 
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Boston stockbroker Sheryl Marshall has attended every MassArt auction 
since they began in 1990 and once even brought a date so that she could 
determine if their tastes were compatible. “He bought something that met 
with my approval,” she laughs, referring to the man who is now her hus- 
band, Howard Salwen, chairman of the board of a telecommunications 
company and an equally avid art collector. 


“We look forward to the auction every year,” says Marshall, who showed 
her strong commitment to public art education by chairing the event in 
1997. “In addition to supporting MassArt, we get enormous pleasure out 
of the very beautiful things that are now in our home.” 


The couple’s collection includes a sculpture pocketbook by Judy Haberl, a 
glass piece by Stephanie Chubbuck (94), a black and white collage by 
Chuck Holtzman and a panoramic photograph of the Lawrence Mills by 
Justin Kirchoff (97).

Marianne and Ronald Mortara have one rule when they attend MassArt’s 

auction. “We both have to love a piece or we don’t get it,” says Marianne. 

The range of work offered at the auction helps them to hone their choices. 
“The viewer benefits by being able to compare pieces in a range of media, 
styles and content.” she says. “When we make our choices, we've seen a 

lot of diversity and feel very happy with what we are choosing.” 


Marianne has several pieces in her office at Fidelity Investments. Ronald, 
a physician, has also acquired work for his office, and his patients say 
they find the art a breath of fresh air compared to usual waiting room de- 
cor. But most of the art stays in their Newton home. “We love living with 
it,” Marianne says of their collection, which includes works by such artists 
as Larry Rivers, Red Grooms, Robert Ferrandini, and George Nick as well 
as two pieces by Leslie Wilcox. Not only do they value art in their home, 
they value artists around them. One additional benefit of the MassArt auc- 
tion, Marianne feels, is that “we can promote local artists because we 
think it is vital to have artists as part of our community.”

In the midst of looking back on a century and a quarter of accomplishments, the College also recognized a faculty mem- 
ber for her contribution to the MassArt tradition of excellence. Margaret Turner, Associate Professor of Art History, was 
awarded the second Anne H. Jackson Faculty Development Award, established by the long-time supporter and former 
trustee. A recognized expert on lapidary practices in ancient Mesoamerica, Turner will use the award to explore relation- 
ships between the Pueblo cultures 
of the American Southwest and the 
ancient Mesoamerican capital of 
Teotihuacan, Mexico. In particular, 
Turner will be comparing mural 
painting traditions in the two great 
cultures, using the techniques of 
ethnoarchaeology to reconstruct 
Pueblo traditions. In addition to 
supporting research for scholarly 
publication, the award will help 
Turner prepare an advanced 
seminar for MassArt students.
